This necessitated the 
implementation dT the backup 
plan— a hit-man to kg], Oswald 
after be was taken into custody. 
This was Jack Ruby who also 
conveniently died while in a jail 
cell, but not before he. too, 
spoke of conspiracy. 

In one of the many volumes 
which contain the hearings of 
the President’s Commission on 
the Assassination of President 
Kennedy is a picture identified 
only Exhibit #237. Hugh Mc- 
Donald says this is a picture of 
Saul which Saul himself identi- 
fied as having been taken at the 
Russian Embassy in Mexico 
City. Copies of this photograph 
were used by McDonald In his 
search for the assassin when he 
recognized the man in the 
photograph as being the man he 
met in Kimsey’s office, the man 
who told Kimsey he had killed 
President Kennedy. 

De Mohrenschlldt 

Thus, the Warren Commission 
Report reveals the face of the 
president's killer as ft also 
reveals through testimony the 
possible identity of the contact 
man. This man. together with 
his wife, was a close friend of 
Lee Harvey Oswald and his 
Russian born wife, Marina. This 
man had appeared In Guatemala 
at the staging area for the Bay 
of Pigs invasion within 48 hours 
of the invasion. This man had 
been in Haiti at approximately 
the same time as the assassin 
claims to have met his contact 
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there. This man. whose entire 
background raises many ques- 
tions, is George S. De Mohren- 
sdilldt. De Mohrenschlldt’ • tes- 
timony and that of many persons 
who knew him reveala the 
following information. 

George S. De Mohrenschlldt 
was born April 17, 1911 in 
Moaxr, Russia, the son of Scrgis 
Alexander Vou Mohrenschlldt 
and Alexandra Zopalsky. His 
mother was of Russian- Polish - 
Hungarian descent and hit 
father of Russian- Swedish-Ger- 
man descent. His father was an 
important official of the Cxarist 



marshal of nobility, but was a 
liberal and outspoken opponent 
of the anti-Semitism which was 
prevalent at the time. He was 
arrested by the Bolsheviks in 
Minsk where he lived at the 
time but was released through 
the intervention of a Jewish 
Communist whom be had helped 
earlier. He was appointed by the 
Soviet government as adviser to 
the Minister of Agricultnre, 
dividing up estates, a program 
of which he approved. He later 
fell into the bad graces of the 
Soviets and escaped to Poland, 
where he owned 5.000 acres of 
land, and became a professor 
and director of a high school in 
WUno until 1930. When the 
Russians went into Poland, he 
moved to Germany where he 
died during World War 0 during 
an air raid. 

George De Mohrenschlldt 
lived in WUno, Poland, until he 
graduated from high school; be 
volunteered for the Polish Army 
and was sent to the military 
academy in Grudxiondz. He 
remained there 1 Y> years, 
attaining only the rank of 
sergeant which he never rose 
above. He then went to school in 
Belgium and received a masters 
degree from the Instftut So-* * 
perieur de Commerce a Anvers. 
Two years later, be obtained a 
Ph.D. in International Commerce 
from the University of Liege. 

De Mohrenschlldt came to the 
United Slates in May, 1938, 
bringing a considerable amount 
of money with him. He had a 
brother, Dimitri. Uving on Park 
Avenue in New York City. 
George went to wort selling per- 
fumes for Chevalier Grade and 
then materials for Shumaker A 
Co. He became a dose friend of 
Pierre Fraiss who was chief of 
export of Shumaker A Co. Fraiss 
was connected with French . 
Intelligence and George later 
worked with him oo behalf of 
French Intelligence, going a- 
round the United Stales gather- 
ing information on pro-Germans. 

He also arranged for preventing 
oil companies from telling to 
Germany and Italy. De Mohren- 
schildt spent his first summer in 
the United States at Bel port. 
Long Island, N.Y. where he 
became a friend of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Bouvier, Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy Onassis* mother and 
father, in fact he became a close 
friend of the whole family. 

While working for French 
Intelligence agent Fraiss. De 
Mohrenschlldt met Ulia Pardo 
Larin through a Brazilian friend, 
a very wealthy man known as 
the King of Banans in Brazil, by 
the name of Dr. Palo Machado*. 
George and Lilia started out for 
Mexico, making a stop at Corpus 
Christi and then going to 
Aransas Pass where they may 
have made some photographs 
and sketches of the Coast Guard 
Station. On the way back from 
the Pass they were stopped by 
FBI agents and their car 
aearched. They finally arrived in

Mexico where they stayed nine 
months before De Mohrenschlldt 
was expelled as being persona 
non grata. He returned to New 
York and then went to Palm 
Beach, FIs., where he met 
Dorothy Pierson who became his 
first wife on June 15, 1943. 
After one year of marriage they 
were divorced. Their daughter 
Alexandra was born Dec. 25. 
1943. 

The peripatetic De Mohren 
achUdt then went back to Texas 
where he obtained • masters 
degree in petroleum geology 
with a minor in petroleum engi- 
neering in the fall of 1945. He 
then worked for a year in 
Vcnexaela. returning to the 
United States to become assis- 
tant to the chairman of Rangely 
Field Engineering Co., operated 
by a group of * to 10 oil 
companies (Rangely, Colorado). 
He stayed there approximately 
three years and while there, met 
and married his second wife, 
Phyllis Washington. He met her 



in New York and she went to 
Colorado to live with him before 
they were married. She was the 
adopted daughter of Walter 
Washington, who was with the 
State Department. This marriage 
also ended in divorce. 

Wife number 3 was Wynne 
Sharpies who graduated from 
Columbia University Medical 
College and was a member of a 
wealthy and socially prominent 
family. They were married In 
Chestnut Hill, a suburb of Phila- 
delphia. on April 7. 19S1 De 
Mohrenschlldt went into part- 
nership with his wife's uncle. 
Col. Edward J. Walx. in the 
Waldem OH Co. in 1956. The 
couple had two chUdren both 
afflicted with cystic fibrosis, a 
tragedy which encouraged them 
to form the Nation si Foundation 
of Cystic Plbrosts hi Dallas with 
Jacqueline Kennedy as honorary 
chairman. De Mohrenschlldt and 
his third wife were divorced 
after five years of marriage and 
the later married Dr. Robert 



De Mohrenschlldt really began 
moving around then. He took a 
job in Haiti in 1956; visited and 
did work in Nigeria. Togolana. 
Ghana, France. Mexico, and 
Cuba. In early 1957 he went to 
Yugoslavia for the International 
Co-Operation Administration 
with a man named George Mit- 
chell. His salary was paid by the 
State Department and his 
expenses by the Communist 
Yugoslav government. De Moh- 
renschildt had met Jeanne 
LeGoo in Dallas and she went to 
Yugoslavia also. She was 
married and not yet divorced. 
They were married in the 
summer of 1959. Jeanne's 
former husband. Robert LeGon. 
had changed his name which 
was originally Bogoiavlensky. 
They met in China where 
Jeanne's father was a director of 
the Far Eastern Railroad in 
China (Manchuria). They came 
to the United Stales in 1938. the 
same year De Mohrenschlldt 
arrived on our shores. Their 
daughter. Jeanne Elinor LeGon. 
changed her name to Christiana 
Bogoiavlensky and married Rag- 
oar Kearton. 

In I960 De Mohrenschlldt and 
fourth wife. Jeanne, began a 
walking trip through Mexico. 
Guatemala. El Salvador. Hon- 
duras, Nicaragua, Coast! Rica 
and Panama. The trip took about 
a year and they returned to the 
United States in the fall of 1961. 
They covered about 5.000 miles 
on the trip and then went to 
Haiti to visit an old friend of De 
Mohrenschildi's father. Michael 
Breitman. who bad been a 
wealthy man in Russia and was 
in the oil business. They stayed 
in Haiti for two months and 
returned to the United Slates 
(Neil page, please) 
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"broke'* U.S. presidents because he could 
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(Coat, from preceding page) 
directly from Haiti to Imtislana 
where friends met them and 
drove them to Houston and then 
to Dallas. The friends were 
George KrtchcJ and Jim Savage, 
both connected with the Kerr- 
McGee Oil Co. in Dallas they 
took an apartment at 6628 
Dickens Avenue and because 
they were running short of 
money Mrs. De Mohrenschildt 
took a job in the millinery de- 
partment of Sanger- Harris, a 
large department store In Dallas. 

While in Dallas, the De 
Mohrenschildts were pan of the 
Russian community there, many 
of whom expressed low opinions 
of them in Warren Commission 
testimony. Paul Raigordsky. a 
wealthy antl-Communist Rus- 
lian- American, reported De 
Mohrenschildt to the FBI when 
be heard about his trip through 
Central America. He said De 
Mohrenschildt 's reputation for 
troth, character, integrity and 
morals la bad. Mrs. Igor 
Vladimir Voshlain, who had 
known De Mohrenschildt since 
1955. referred to the De Moh- 
reaschildts ms ‘fighting or ag- 
gressive atheists." She testified 
that George told her that his 
activities in Haiti and other trips

The Colonel’s Niece 

The De Mohrenschildts took 
an unusually deep interest in 
Lee Harvey Oswald and his wife. 
Marina, who was ■ niece of s 
• Colonel in the Soviet K.G.B. De 
Mohreuichiidt testified he first 
heard of the Oswalds through a 
friend. George Bouhc. George 
Bouhc and Max dart were 
friends of Oswald and of George 
De Mohrenschildt and had a 
dose relationship with the FBI. 
Clark was an ex-Colonei in the 
Air Force and an attorney; his 
wife was Russian. Samuel B. 
Ballon, an officer in several cor- 
porations. testified before the 
Warren Commission that 
"George De Mohrenschildt. a 
dote friend of mine, told me 
that be and his wife had met an 
extremely interesting couple who 
had worked their way from 
Russia here to Dallas and Fort 
Worth, and that among other 
problems, that this fellow was in 
p retty desperate financial straits 
and needed a job. and would I 
be willing to see him and try to 
find employment for him." Mr. 
Ballcn fixed the date of this 
, request and his interview whh 
Lee Harvey Oswald as either the 
latter part of 1962 or the very- 
early pan of I96J. Mr. Ballen 
also testified that Rags and 
Chris Bogoiavtensky - K carton 
(the daughter of Mrs. De Moh- 
renschildt and LcGon) stayed 
with him after the Kennedy 
assassination and told him that 
the De Mohrenschildts were 
publicly stating in Haiti that the 
FBI was responsible for the 
assassination of Kennedy and 
that Oswald was a patsy. They 
reportedly made these state- 
ments at a reception for mem- 
bers of the Foreign Diplomatic 
Corps in Port-au-Prince.

Gary Taylor, who had been 
married to De Mohrenschildt’ s 
daughter Alexandra, was ques- 
tioned by the Wan-en Commis- 



sion about the relationship 
between Lee Oswald and George 
De Mohrenschildt and stated: 
"Uh - it's difficult to assess 
their relationship because there 
probably was more to it that 1 
ever saw.. I certainly think that 
they must have been closer than 
they appeared or the De Moh- 
renschildts wouldn't have been 
so active in seeing that they got 
along well." Asked "Do you 
have any opinion as to whether 
George De Mohrenschildt exer- 
cised any influence over Os- 
wald," Mr. Taylor answered: 
"Yes. there seemed to be a 
great deal of Influence there." 
Gary Taylor was asked if there 
was anything he wanted to say 
that might help the commission 
in its investigation and stated: 
"Well, the only thing that 
occurred to me was that - uh - 
and I guess it was from the 
beginning - that if there was any 
assistance or plotters in the 
assassination that it was. in my 
opinion, most probably the De 
Mohrenschildts." He based his 
opinion on their desire to return 
to Russia and live, their travel 
behind the iron curtain and their 
walking trip through Central 
America and said he was sure 
their presence at the Bay of Pigs 
training area was for. the pur- 
pose of spying. 

De Mohrenschildt’ s political 
orientation Is evident from his 
own statements in the Warren 
Commission report. He testified 
he gets along well arith 
Communists. "I see some good 
characteristics in Communism." 
He saw no good characteristics 
in the John Birch Society, 
however, and testified: "I don't 
Uke that movement. Personally I 
dislike it very much." His wife 
expressed the same sentiments. 

The plot, as revealed in

A Prediction 

In the next paragraph of this 
“Bismarck Statement" was an 
amazing prediction.

The longest recorded 
genealogy of any of these people 
goes back no further than 1300.

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Declaration of Independence is Obsolete to 124 Congressmen 



PHILADELPHIA — A delega- 
tion of 10 congressmen, repre- 
senting 92 House members and 
32 tensio n, s igned s "Dedara- 
tion of INTERdependence" dur- 
ing ceremonies st independence 
H*I1 here, brushing off shouts of 
"trshor" and "Tory” from 200 
ritixetu on the streets outside. 

The document, a parody of the 
language in the Declaration of 
Independence, signed 200 years 
ago in the same room, calls for 
“...one global community, de- 
pendent on one body of re- 
sources. bound together by ties 
of common humanity and asso- 
ciated in a common adventure 
on the planet Earth." 

The declaration of INTERde- 
pendence Is promoted by the 
World Affairs Council and other 
groups favoring global govern- 
ment. A formal cal] for interde- 
pendence is planned for July 4, 
1976. the anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The INTERdependence De- 
claration asserts that "to estab- 
lish a new world order of com- 
passion. justice and security, h 
Is essential that mankind free 
Itself from the limitations of 
national prejudice ... that all 
people are pan of one global 
community." 

Author of the preamble was 
Dr. Henry Steele Cnmmager. a 
well-known, left-leaning histori- 
an.
